BIRMINGHAM DESTROYS 
THE MYTH 


Why has Birmingham, Ala., 
offered the most intense resist­ 
ance to the process of racial 
integration? 
The answer to that question 
shatters the great myth of the 
Southern “ way of life” based on 
“rom an ce” and “ tradition .” 
Birm ingham is 60 or maybe 
70 years old. It has no “War 
Between the States’’ tradition 
whatsoever. Indeed, 
Birming­ 
ham has no links with the myths 
surrounding 
the 
antebellum 
South of duelling pistols, crino­ 
lines, and “darkies” 
singing 
hym ns under the big magnolias. 
There are no memories of the 
plantation society. 
Birm ingham becam e a 
city 
because its surrounding hills 
were found to be rich in iron 
ore and coal. The white 
and 
Negro sharecroppers and tenant 
farm ers cam e into the city at 
the sam e time to work in the 
m ines and at the furnaces. But 
since the Negro cam e from the 
agricultural society along with 
the w’hite, he knew “ his place” 
in the new industrialization and 
knowing “his place” was to pro­ 
vide a psychological status for 
the working-class whites. 


When John L. Lewis cam e 
down there to organize the min­ 
ers, the whites agreed to the 
unionization on the 
“ gentle­ 
m an’s agreem en t that this psy­ 
chological status based on ra ­ 
cial segregation would be m ain, 
tained. The absentee 
owners 
were willing to go along with 
this arran gem en t because the 
white steel and coal workers 
of Alabama were willing to take 
less pay than the men doing the 
same jobs in Illinois, Minnesota 
and West Virginia. 
Thus the poor white made a 
bargain which has obtained for 
all the industrial workers of 
the South: 
“ I’ll take from 30 
to 90 cents an hour less if you 
keep the Negro in ‘his place.’ ” 
Thus the “ tradition” upheld 
in Birm ingham is not the m em ­ 
ory of a plantation aristocracy. 
It is but an attem pt to uphold 
a caste system which has pro­ 
vided psychological status for 
a new industrial society only 
recently developed by 
form er 
tenant farm ers, sharecroppers, 
and children of the parents who 
operated the boarding houses in 
town and the teacherages in the 
county. 
The Southern 
segregationist 
has always talked in term s of 
“rom ance” and “ tradition,” but 
Birmingham, Ala., exposes the 
fake and the myth, and places 
Bull Connor’s snarling dogs in 
proper perspective; the need of 
a people, pitiably aw are of their 
inadequacies, to hang on to the 
psychological status that comes 
with the m aintenance of a caste 
system.

BIRMINGHAM DESTROYS 
THE MYTH 


Why has Birmingham, Ala., 
offered the most intense resist­ 
ance to the process of racial 
mtagration? 
The answer to that question 
shatters the great myth of the 
Southern "way of life” based on 
"rom ance” and "tradition.” 
Birmingham is 6U or maybe 
70 years old. It has no "War 
Between the States” tradition 
whatsoever. Indeed, 
Birming­ 
ham has no links with the myths 
surrounding 
the 
antebellum 
South of duelling pistols, crino­ 
lines, and "darkies” 
singing 
hymns under the big magnolias. 
TTiere are no memories of the 
plantation society. 
Birmingham became a 
city 
because its surrounding hills 
were found to be rich in iron 
ore and coal. The white 
and 
Negro sharecroppers and tenant 
farmers came into the city at 
the same time to work in the 
mines and at the furnaces. But 
since the Negro came from the 
agricultural society along with 
the white, he knew "his place” 
in the new industrialization and 
knowing "his place” was to pro­ 
vide a psychological status for 
the working-class whites. 


When John L. Lewis came 
down there to organize the min­ 
ers, the whites agreed to the 
unionization on the 
"gentle­ 
man’s agreement that this psy­ 
chological status based on ra­ 
cial segregation would be main- 
tained. The absentee 
owners 
were willing to go along with 
this arrangement because the 
white steel and coal workers 
of Alabama were willing to take 
less pay than the men doing the 
same jobs in Illinois, Minnesota 
and West Virginia. 
Thus the poor white made a 
bargain which has obtained for 
all the industrial workers of 
the South: "I’ll take from 30 
to 90 cents an hour less if you 
keep the Negro in 'his place.’ " 
Thus the "tradition” upheld 
in Birmingham is not the mem­ 
ory of a plantation aristocracy. 
It is but an attempt to uphold 
a caste system which has pro­ 
vided psychological status for 
a new industrial society only 
recently developed by 
former 
tenant farmers, sharecroppers, 
and children of the parents who 
operated the boarding houses in 
town and the teacherages in the 
county. 
The Southern 
segregationist 
has always talked in terms of 
"romance” and "tradition,” but 
Birmingham, Ala., exposes the 
fake and the myth, and places 
Bull Connor’s snarling dogs in 
proper perspective; the need of 
a people, pitiably aware of their 
inadequacies, to hang on to the 
psychological status that comes 
with the maintenance of a caste 
system.

BIRM INGHAM DESTROYS 
TH E M ITH 


Why has Birmingham, Ala., 
offered the most intense resist­ 
ance to the process of racial 
integration? 
The answer to that question 
shatters the great myth of the 
Southern "way of life" based on 
“ romance" and "tradition." 
Birmingham is 60 or maybe 
70 years old. It has no "War 
Between the States" tradition 
whatsoever. Indeed, 
Birming­ 
ham has no links with the myths 
surrounding 
the 
antebellum 
South of duelling pistols, crino­ 
lines, and “ darkles" 
singing 
hymns under the big magnolias. 
There are no memories of the 
plantation society. 
Birmingham became a 
city 
because its surrounding hills 
were found to be rich in iron 
ore and coal. The white 
and 
Negro sharecroppers and tenant 
farmer* came into the city at 
the same time to work in the 
mines and at the furnaces. But 
since the Negro came from the 
agricultural society along with 
the white, he knew "his place” 
in the new industrialization and 
knowing "his place" was to pro­ 
vide a psychological status for 
the working-class whites. 


When John L. Lewis came 
down there to organize the min­ 
ers, the whites agreed to the 
unionization on the 
“ gentle­ 
man’s agreement that this psy­ 
chological status based on ra­ 
cial segregation would be main­ 
tained. The absentee 
owners 
were willing to go along with 
this arrangement because the 
white steel and coal workers 
of Alabama were willing to take 
less pay than the men doing the 
same jobs in Illinois, Minnesota 
and West Virginia. 
Thus the poor white made a 
bargain which has obtained for 
all the industrial workers of 
the South: “ I ’ll take from 30 
to 90 cents an hour less if you 
keep the Negro in ‘his place.’ “ 
Thus the “ tradition” upheld 
in Birmingham is not the mem­ 
ory of a plantation aristocracy. 
It is but an attempt to uphold 
a caste system which has pro­ 
vided psychological status for 
a new industrial society coly 
recently developed by 
former 
tenant farmers, sharecropper*, 
and children of the parents who 
operated the boarding houses in 
town and the teacherage* in the 
county, 
The Southern 
segregationist 
has always talked in terms of 
"romance" and "tradition," but 
Birmingham, Ala., exposes the 
fake and the myth, and places 
Bull Connor’s snarling dogs in 
proper perspective; the need of 
a people, pitiably aware of their 
inadequacies, to hang on to the 
psychological status that comes 
with the maintenance of a caste 
system.
